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REPORT. 


The  close  of  another  winter  brings  the  time  when  it  is  proper 
that  the  Managers  of  the  Catharine  Street  House  of  Industry 
should  present  their  Twenty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  doings 
of  that  Institution  to  those  who  have  been  for  so  many  years 
interested  in  its  success,  and  affords  another  opportunity  to  set 
forth  its  many  claims  on  the  benevolence  of  persons  who  have 
heretofore  been  less  informed  of  its  extended  usefulness. 

With  regard  to  the  sphere  in  which  this  Institution  works,  it 
may  not  be  inappropriate  to  remark,  that  the  “  Catharine  St. 
House  of  Industry,”  as  it  is  generally  called,  is  not  a  name 
adequate  to  convey  a  full  or  fair  idea  of  its  character  ;  for  to¬ 
gether  with  some  of  the  many  beneficial  features  of  those  excel¬ 
lent  institutions,  more  properly  so  named,  it  combines  other 
charities  not  incident  to  them,  and  which  are  even  not  suggested 
by.its  incorporated  title,  as  “  the  Society  for  the  Employment  and 
Education  of  the  Poor.”  For  although  much  is  done  through 
the  agency  of  the  House,  both  to  instruct  the  poor  and  to  assist 
them  in  obtaining  employment,  it  should  nevertheless  be  con¬ 
stantly  borne  in  mind  that  in  many  respects  it  partakes  of  the 
advantages  of  a  free  hospital,  since  it  affords  the  best  medical 
attendance  and  pharmaceutical  prescriptions  without  charge,  and 
if  the  patient  is  homeless,  the  great  additional  benefit  of  lodging 
and  nursing  is  also  supplied.  But  that  which  is  the  predominant 
use  of  the  House  is  something  different  from  any  other  institu¬ 
tion  in  the  city,  being  to  afford  a  comfortable  home,  for  a  few 
days,  on  the  sole  condition  of  orderly  behavior,  to  any  houseless 
person,  hundreds  of  whom  would  otherwise  be  compelled  to  choose 
between  the  Almshouse,  the  Police  Station  or  the  open  street. 
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The  Managers  think  that  any  visitor  to  the  House  would  be 
satisfied  that  its  objects  are  good  and  well  carried  into  effect. 

The  provision  for  the  needs  of  the  sick  is  under  the  immediate 
care  of  the  Dispensary  Committee,  whose  report  is  appended  in 
full,  and  to  which  the  Managers  respectfully  call  attention,  as 
containing  a  remarkable  exhibit  of  how  much  good  may  be  done 
by  carefully  discriminated  employment  of  such  small  means  as 
are  placed  at  their  disposal. 

But  it  is  the  management  of  the  House  as  a  casual  home 
which  calls  for  special  attention.  Since  the  date  of  our  last 
Report,  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight  persons  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  House,  and  have  received  among  them  thirty-six 
hundred  and  eighteen  nights’  lodging,  and  seventy-one’  hundred 
and  seventy-one  meals,  or  an  average  of  nearly  five  nights 
and  seven  meals  to  every  two  persons.  These  lodgers  are,  in  a 
large  proportion  of  cases,  from  distant  cities  or  country  districts, 
and  it  is  an  interesting  sight,  as  evening  approaches,  to  see 
them  coming  into  the  House,  singly  or  in  small  groups,  and  to 
learn  that  they  have  come  on  foot  from  Harrisburg,  Trenton, 
New  York,  Baltimore  or  some  other  distant  point,  with  which 
we  usually  associate  no  idea  of  communication  other  than  by 
railroad.  After  having  been  received  by  the  Matron,  and  after 
the  occupation,  age,  nationality  and  place  of  departure  and  des¬ 
tination  of  each  has  been  registered,  they  are  at  liberty  to  bathe 
or  to  wash  their  clothes,  and  prepare  for  supper  and  their  nights 
rest.  The  supper  given  them  is  usually  of  bread  and  boiled 
meat,  with  vegetables  and  coffee  served  hot.  Their  beds  are 
furnished  them  in  large,  airy  but  well  warmed  rooms,  and  their 
bedding,  although  of  the  most  simple  character,  is  as  clean  and 
pure  as  it  can  possibly  be  made.  In  the  morning  a  meal  simi¬ 
lar  to  that  of  the  evening  is  furnished,  and  the  lodgers  are  then 
thrown  upon  their  own  resources,  but,  if  they  choose,  may  stay 
in  the  House  till  evening  again,  in  which  case,  so  far  as  she  can, 
the  Matron  employs  them  in  work  about  the  building  or  in  the 
yard. 

Great  care  is  taken  that  the  Charity  of  the  House  should  not 
be  abused,  in  being  resorted  to  as  a  place  for  free  boarding  by 
those  who  are  able  to  provide  for  themselves,  and  that  this  care 
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is  successful,  appears  from  the  small  ratio  of  nights’  lodgings  to 
the  number  of  persons  admitted  as  lodgers.  In  cases  where 
this  ratio  is  ever  much  exceeded,  it  has  been  from  sickness,  ex¬ 
treme  old  age  or  some  other  special  and  sufficient  reason  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  person  favored. 

It  may  occur  to  some,  as  so  large  a  proportion  are  from  a  dis¬ 
tance,  that  the  House  should  be  considered  rather  as  foreign 
charity,  than  one  which  had  claims  upon  the  peculiar  care  of  our 
own  citizens.  But  no  social  duty  is  more  sacred  than  hospitali¬ 
ty,  and  whether  we  consider  the  importance  of  maintaining  good 
order  among  the  lower  class  of  floating  population  at  home,  or 
whether  we  have  regard  to  the  benefit  of  bearing  a  reputation 
for  disinterested  benevolence  abroad,  we  may  equally  conclude 
that  whatever  tends  to  advance  either  of  these  ends  is  worthy 
of  our  warm  support. 

Except  nine  small  boys  from  Richmond,  Va.,  there  have  been 
none  of  the  freedmen,  of  w'hom  so  large  a  number  were  enter¬ 
tained,  as  mentioned  by  last  year’s  Report,  at  the  House  this 
year,  but  their  number  has  been  more  than  supplied  by  the  in¬ 
crease  of  persons  of  occupations  varying  from  that  of  a  teacher 
to  that  of  a  day-laborer,  who  have  been  seeking  the  employment 
which  cannot  always  be  readily  obtained,  even  in  times  more 
prosperous  than  the  present.  There  have  been  a  few7  cases 
where  persons  of  considerable  refinement  and  education  have 
used  the  hospitality  of  the  House,  when  left  by  circumstances  in 
want  and  sickness  at  a  distance  from  their  friends,  and  when 
they  have  had  the  opportunity,  have  given  the  Matron  sufficient 
proofs  of  their  gratitude. 

Some  religious  influence  has  been  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
lodgers,  by  Sunday  evening  services,  conducted  by  Methodist 
clergymen,  but  the  Managers  are  of  the  opinion  that  more 
might  be  done  in  this  way,  and  would  be  glad  to  encourage  any 
person,  whether  by  profession  ministers  of  the  Gospel  or  not, 
who  might  feel  called  upon  to  labor  in  this  field. 

The  school  for  white  children,  which  occupies  a  room  of  the 
upper  part  of  the  building,  is  very  useful  in  the  neighborhood, 
as  it  reaches  a  class  of  people  too  poor  to  clothe  their  children 
sufficiently  for  them  to  attend  the  public  schools.  It  has  been 
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carried  on  during  the  year  with  the  usual  devotion  on  the  part 
of  the  teacher,  and  full  and  satisfactory  attendance  on  the  part 
of  scholars.  Eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  baths,  and  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  sixty-five  dinners  have  been  given  these  chil¬ 
dren  during  the  year,  and  some  necessary  articles  of  clothing 
distributed  among  them. 

There  is  another  school  for  colored  children  carried  on  in  the 
building,  under  the  care  of  some  charitable  ladies,  not  directly 
connected  with  the  management  of  the  House.  These  children, 
however,  receive  baths  from  the  House,  and  the  Managers  can 
report,  with  regard  to  the  school,  that  they  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
afford  accommodations  for  so  worthy  a  charity,  in  a  situation  so 
well  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  designed.  The 
average  attendance  at  this  school  has  been  seventy-six  for  the 
year. 

Besides  this,  the  House  has  accommodated  other  bodies,  or¬ 
ganized  for  charitable  purposes,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most 
useful  of  which  is  the  Provident  Society,  whose  object  has  been 
to  supply  needle  work  to  women  who  are  in  destitute  circum¬ 
stances,  and  not  skillful  enough  to  obtain  employment  in  the 
regular  channels  of  the  sewing  trade.  The  House  has  this  year 
been  made  the  basis  of  this  Society’s  operations,  and,  as  the 
Managers  are  led  to  believe,  has  much  contributed  to  its  suc¬ 
cessful  working. 

Once  a  week,  on  Thursday  afternoon,  there  have  been  held 
meetings  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  good  influences  to  bear 
upon  the  mothers  of  the  colored  children,  of  which  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  is  so  full,  that  no  more  important  adjunct  to  the  other 
charities  of  the  House  c  >uld  readily  be  suggested.

EEPOET  OF  THE  DISPENSAEY  COMMITTEE. 

This  branch  of  the  House  of  Industry  has  been  ministering  to 
the  necessities  of  over  five  thousand  poor  patients  during  the  past 
year,  being  somewhat  above  the  number  of  the  previous  one. 
Most  of  these  have  applied  for  relief  at  the  Dispensary,  only  one 
hundred  and  forty-two  having  been  visited  at  their  homes.  Of 
course  there  are  large  numbers  in  the  district,  extending  from 
the  Delaware  to  Schuylkill,  below  South  St.,  who  are  unable  to 
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leave  their  rooms,  and  thus  miss  the  benefits  of  attendance  by 
our  physicians,  who  only  hold  the  Clinics  at  the  House.  The 
system  which  we  have  adopted,  of  appointing  to  the  post  of  Resi¬ 
dent  Apothecary  a  medical  student,  whose  time  is  largely  spent 
in  the  attendance  of  lectures,  precludes  the  employment  of  out¬ 
door  physicians  on  account  of  the  additional  labor  required  to 
compound  so  many  extra  prescriptions.  One  hundred  annual 
subscriptions  of  five  dollars  each,  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  for 
the  services  of  a  competent  Pharmaceutist,  who  would  give  all 
his  time  to  manufacturing  medicines  and  putting  up  prescrip¬ 
tions,  thus  allowing  us  to  furnish  medical  attendance  where  it  is 
most  needed,  at  the  bedside  of  the  sufferer.  The  attention  of 
the  public  is  particularly  called  to  this  subject,  as  one  promising 
a  large  amount  of  usefulness  at  but  little  cost.

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The  donations  of  drugs,  printing,  cash,  etc.,  etc.,  made  to  this 
department,  amounting  to  about  $125.00,  will  be  found  attached 
to  the  Report. 

Dr.  F.  H.  Getchell,of  the  Obstetric  Department,  reports  a  grati¬ 
fying  increase  in  its  usefulness.  During  the  past  year  86  women 
have  been  attended  during  confinement,  all  doing  well,  against 
44  for  the  year  before.  At  the  Clinic  held  at  the  Dispensary 
for  the  diseases  of  females,  248  patients  have  been  treated,  all 
of  whom  have  been  relieved,  and  a  large  proportion  cured;  and 
several  important  operations  were  performed  with  success.  There 
were  105  more  patients  in  this  branch  than  during  the  previous 
year. 

Dr.  Getchell  still  continues  to  employ  a  nurse,  at  his  own  ex¬ 
pense,  and  again  suggests  the  appropriation  of  a  small  amount 
of  money,  as  a  means  of  increased  usefulness. 

The  post  of  Resident  Apothecary  was  vacated  last  summer 
by  Dr.  Creadick,  and  the  position  has  been  since  filled  by  James 
Robert  F.  Bell,  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

To  the  physicians  who  have  given  their  time  and  professional 
services  gratuitously,  and  to  all  those  who  have  contributed  to 
the  support  of  the  Dispensary,  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Board 
are  hereby  tendered.
